The New Jersey Department of Education (NJDOE) Office of Special Education will be providing detailed guidance 
on the Deaf Student's Bill of Rights and training for those working on the completion of the New Jersey 
Communication Plan Template for students who are Deaf, Hard of Hearing, or Deafblind. A communication plan is 
currently required for all students who are deaf or hard of hearing, regardless of the mode of communication or 
classification.
